HOLDUP SUSPECT 


OSLO, Norway (AP) — A Nor- 
wegian court decided this week 
that Kristian Ohre, 50, should be 
handed over to the American au- 
thorities, who want to question 
him about a Mississippi bank 
robbery. 


Ohre, an American citizen, is 
suspected of having held up the 
Hancock Bank in Pass Christian, 
Miss, June 14, 1960, and taken 
$36,800 in cash and $10,900 in 
travelers Checks, the court spokes- 
man said. 

He was arrested in Oslo last 
Sept. 26 and has been fighting ex- 
tradition ever since. The appeal 
board of the regional court today 
rejected his plea to deny extradi- 
tion.

WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 

From the early trails, Mississip- 
pi has developed a system of 9,250 
miles of state highways.

The action taken there will 
have a far reaching effect on Mis-;
